WAIER RENTAL CASE 
FINALLY SETILED 


An account of the tragic acid den tai 
death of his nephew, Russel Wilmer 
Phillips, aged 26, was given Monday 
by William Horne on his return from 
attending the funeral of the unfortun­ 
ate victim, at the late home near F air­ 
mont, W. Va., last Thursday. 
.The young man, eldest son of Rev. 
and Mrs. O. C. Phillips, was almost 
instantly killed last Tuesday, when a 
shotgun which had been left laying on 
top of a large feed box in the feed 
mom of the barn was accidentally 
discharged, and tile heavy load, which 
had been intended for an obstreperous 
chicken hawk, struck him full in the 
oreast and, taking a downward course, 
terribly mangled his body. 
Russel Phillips graduated from the 
Fairmont State Normal school in 1912 
Since that time he had assisted his 
father in conducting a iarge dairy 
business ne.ar Fairmont. 
The shock of the occurrence is the 
greater because of the fact that about 
two years ago, his brother, Herbert, 
was accidentally killed when he fell 
from a high story of the Yost Flats in 
Fairmont. 
Two younger brothers sur­ 
vive, with the parents. George Phil­ 
lips. of this city, is grandfather of 
die victim, and C. C. Phillips an uncle

F IN SURVEY OF 
ST. ClllR HIGHWAY 


The local city engineer’s corps have 
completed their office work on that 
section of the Lincoln highway which 
lies in St. Glair township, and the 
plans and profiles are ready for sub­ 
mission to the state highway depart­ 
ment at Columbus. T he survey is be­ 
ing rapidly pushed forward by City- 
County 
Engineer 
French 
and 
his 
corps of assistants, who will within 
short time reach Lisbon, coming] 
north over market route No. 3, and 
then turn in a southwesterly direction 
through 
Hanoverton, 
Kensington, 
East Rochester, and west to the Stark 
county line. 
Some marked 
contrasts 
between 
plans for the Lincoln 
highway, 
as 
completed thus far, and for the Gov­ 
ernor Cox market route, through the 
northern part of Columbiana county, 
have been pointed out. The maximum 
grade on the 
Lincoln 
highway 
is 
seven per cent; that on the northern 
route was less than six. The average 
jardage of earth to be moved in grad­ 
ing the Lincoln 
highway 
averages, 
thus far, about 9,000 yards per mile,] 
while that on the Cox route averages 
from 5,000 to 6,000 yards.
